5. It new appears to me that am assumption by the 3.S.K, Committee 
that toe SWUCC level and toe Comal ttee of Three level as relates to policy, 
authority, ecmaaad* ete. will merge somehow in a new array on toe M.S.C. level is 
unrealistic and untenable at this time. It appear* to me we should readjust our 
evaluations to toe propositi am that these distinct levels will persist as 
discrete and separate levels, notwithstanding vertical esnneetlonn until auto 
time as reorganisation is effected whito nay further clarify toe organisation 
structure. 


6. Saving submitted their report in SWXCC 12/14 end having received 
approved of it as amended, the ad hoe Committee’* teak scene to be wrapped up. 

So further report by this ad too Ocmnittoe need be executed and ttoir report stands 
as amended, however incomplete and not adequately definitive for too purposes re- 
lated to smcQ 804/e.
